25, WEEK STRIKE ENDS 
BY TEXTILE MEN'S VOTE 


New Bedford Unions Accept $ 
Per Cent Wage Cut as 
Compromise.

By the Associated Press. 


NEW BEDFORD, Mass., Oct. 6. 
—The textile workers’ strike which 


in this city for 25 weeks ended to- 
day. By vote of unions reported 
in the Textile Council, the strikers 
accepted a compromise agreement 
under which wages will be re- 
duced 5 per cent and the manu- 
facturers hereafter will give the 
workers 30 day’s notice of any 
proposed general wage cut. The 
strike was called as a_ protest 
against an announced 10 per ecnt 
wage reduction. 

The New Bedford Manufactur- 


ers’ A’ssociation arranged a meeting 
for tonight, presumably to discuss 
plans for reopening the mills, 

The strike was the longest in this 
city in 32 years. Although there 
were few really serious disturb- 
ances, picketing was constant and 
as a result of the stand taken by 
the authorities against mass picket- 
ing, there were large numbers of 
arrests. Large numbers of tne pick- 
eters were fined or received jail 
sentences in the District Court, 
most of them taking appeals to the 
higher courts. 

The majority of the strikers were 
members of craft unions affiliated 
with the Textile Council, an or- 
ganization which for many years 
has been recognized by the Manu- 
facturers’ Association. Early in 
the strike a new organization call- 
ing itself the Textile Mill Commit- 
tee made its appearance and con- 
ducted rival picket lines, making 
demands which were not sanc- 
tioned by the Textile Council. 

The Textile Council in Ks con- 
duct of the strike. including the 
raising of funds, was supported by 
the United Textile Workers of 
America. The task of caring for 
the 30,000 strikers from 27> mills 
and their families was a heavy one 
and in addition to the union relief 
funds the city departments were 
forced to extend much aid. Land- 
lords for the most part were leni- 
ent in their demands for rent and 
store keepers extended liberal cred- 
it to the strikers.

OS WEEK STRKE ENDS 
BY TEXTE MENS VOI 


New Bedford Unions Accept $ 
Per Cent Wage Cut as 
Compromise. 


By the Associated Press. 


NEW BEDFORD, Mass., Oct. 6. 
—The textile workers’ strike which 
has kept goods and workers idle, 
in this city for 25 weeks ended to- 
day. By vote of unions reported 
in the Textile Council, the strikers 
accepted a compromise agreement 
under which wages will be re- 
duced 5 per cent and the manu- 
facturers hereafter will give the 
workers 30 day’s notice of any 
proposed general wage cut. The 


strike was called as a_ protest 
against an announced 10 per ecnt 
wage reduction. 

The New Bedford Manufactur- 


ers’ Association arranged a meeting 
for tonight, presumably to discuss 
plans for reopening the mills. 

The strike was the longest in this 
city in 32 years. Although there 
were few really serious disturb- 
ances, picketing was constant and 
as a result of the stand taken by 
the authorities against mass picket- 
ing, there were large numbers of 
arrests. Large numbers of tne pick- 
eters were fined or received jail 
sentences in the District Court, 
most of them taking appeals to the 
higher courts. 

The majority of the strikers were 
members of craft unions affiliated 
with the Textile Council, an or- 
ganization which for many years 
has been recognized by the Manu- 
facturers’ Association. Early in 
the strike a new organization call- 
ing itself the Textile Mill Commite- 
tee made its appearance and con- 
ducted rival picket lines, making 
fomenays which were not sanc- 
tioned by the Textile Council. 

The Textile Council in its con- 
duct of the strike, including the 
raising of funds, was supported by 
the United Textile Workers of 
America. The task of caring for 
the 30,000 strikers from 27> mills 
and their families was a heavy one 
and in addition to the union relief 
funds the city departments were 
forced to extend much aid. Land- 
lords for the most part were leni- 
ent in their demands for rent and 
store keepers extended liberal cred- 
it to the strikers.

I am proud to have been in- 
vited as your guest in this cele- 
bration of your progress and 

- this review of your part in na- 
tional history. 

When Southerners go North 

or Nostherners go South to de- 
live ublic addresses they seem 
to feel it necessary to first 
launch an explanation that all 
lines of sectionalism have dis- 
appeared in the United States. 
I am from the West where our 
people are proud to be the melt- 
ed product of both the North 
and the South. Our accent dif- 
fers from that of the people of 
Alabama and Vermont but we 
have the same hearts, the same 
kind of homes, the same ideals 
and aspirations. Every morn- 
“ing and evening we read the 
same news; every night we lis- 
ten by radio to the same voices. 
Our mental and physical fron- 
tiers are gone. It happens that 
we need geographical divisions 
for statistical and descriptive use 
but otherwise we could leave 
this question to orators and 
humorists. 

Renewing National Ideals. 

Your celebration today raises 
many memories of our national 
beginnings. Patriotism is of 
many inspirations It receives 
refreshment from many springs. 
None are more powerful than 
our traditions of service, of suf- 
fering, of accomplishment and 
of heroism. The frivulets of 
these traditions from every part 
of our country in the course of 
history merge into that great 
stream of national memories 
which is the constant nefresh- 
ment of national ideals These 
memories are inded the impon- 
derable force which builds and 
cements our national life. 

To the Westerners, apprecia- 
tive of history and tradition, chis 
occasion presents a double signifi- 
cance. %As you have shown today, 
this locality was once the na- 
tion’s frontier. Here were enact- 
ed some of the most _§ stirring 
scenes in the brilliant drama of 
our, pioneer era. Seven years 
before the declaration of inde- 
pendence there came to the banks 
of the Watauga—which was 
then the Far West—the first 
permanent settlers. They were 
soon followed by others from the 
back country of North Carolina. 

In these settlements, fron- 
itersmen remote from the cen- 
ters of civilization, freed by dif- 
ficult distance from the sway of 
all governmental authority, vol- 
untarily created their own form 
of popular government. They 
erected what was to all practi- 
cal purposes a free and inde- 
pendent state, under — own 
Constitution. In the articles of 
the Watauga tenes te were 
implanted some of the great 
principles which later found per- 
manent lodgment in our funda- 
mental law. Similar associa- 
tions sprang into being in other 
parts of these mountains. His- 
torians of our frontier agree 
that no more striking proof of 
the native capacity of our early 
Americanswfor local self-govern- 
ment was ever given than by 
these associations. 

Battle of King’s Mountain. 

They not only created a gov- 
ernment: the Watauga men, de- 
termined in their independence, 
rallied to the improvised army 
during the revolution which at 
King’s Mountain struck a decis- 
ive blow for the colonial cause. 
They, with their compariots 
from Virginia and the Carolinas, 
attacked and disastrously de- 
feated a formidable army under 
competent leadership, fading 
again into. the forest as soon 
as their task was accomplished. 
No battle more dramatic or 
marked by courag and skill of 
a higher order has been fought 
on this continent. It was a 
turning point in the revel: ‘«n- 
ary war. It compelled the re- 
tirement of Gen. Cornwallis to- 
ward the coast, revived the flag- 
ging spirits of the discouraged 
colonists, and opened the way 
for the final victory at York- 
town. I wish to compliment you 
upon your pageant commemo- 
rating these achievements 

Pioneers of the South. 

These states in common wit! 
those to the north began the 
greatest drama of all history— 
the spread of Americans from a 
feeble foothold on the Atlantic 
seaboard to the mor powerful 
mation in the world in scarce 
two centuries. The great west 
was won not by the action of 
the Government, but by the in- 
dividual effort of intrepid and 

‘courageous men from ali these 
Atiantic States. They builded 
their own self government. Ten- 
nessee, Kentucky and Texas were 
gained by pioneers under Sevier, 
Robertson, Clark, vne, Hous- 
ton and others. They won not 
only homes for .hemselves, but 
for a long time det mined the 
f ~ ona Oa of history westward. The 
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boundary and year after year the 
powerful pulsation of westward 
expansion throbbed with heroism 
and sacrifice. They were ready 
to fight for the simple right. of 
self government. Gen. Fre- 
mont, the pathfin‘er to the Pa- 
cific Coast, came from Georgia, 
and true to tradition he fought 
for and erected the first self- 
government of my own state of 
California. 
4Aaims Ancestral Link. 

To me it is an inspiration to 
be standing On this spot, for ina 
sense I have a common heritage 
with you. The earliest ancestor 
of whom I have record, Andrew 
Hoover, a settler in Maryland, 
about two centuries ago, migrat- 
ed to North Carolina and built 
his home a hundred miles from 
this spot. In Randolph County 
of that State he did his part in 
building the community, and his 
grave lies in the little burying 
ground of what was then the 
Uharrie River farm. His son, my 
great-great-grandfather, was part 
of that movement which started 
West from your frontier. 

As Secretary of Commerce, I 
have been profoundly interested 
in the amazing progress of the 
South in this past seven and one- 
half years. In order that the 
department might assist to the 
fullest extent in that progress 
we increased our branch offices 
in the South from three in 1920 
to 29 in 1928. Asa result of the 
contact thus established we were 
abie to observe your increasing 
prosperity 

Program of the South. 

The record is impressive. 
There are in the South about 
§.000.000 families and in this 
period they have shown increase 
in. number, by perhaps 10 per 
cent. Contrasted with this the 
manufacturing output has in- 
creased by over 60 per cent. The 
number of employes has in- 
creased by over 30 percent. The 
value of crops has increased. by 
over 45 per cent. The ship- 
ments from Southern ports have 
increased by 59 per cent; the 
net income of your railways has 
grown by over 140. per cent; 
electrical power in use has been 
increased by 125 per cent. The 
postal receipts have grown by 45 
per cent. 

That this enormous increase 
in wealth and production has 
had a wide distribution can be 
seen on every hand. It is indi- 
cated by increased wages and 
decreased cost of living; in 20 
,~per cent of new homes, in a gain 
‘of 150 per cent of automobiles 
and 39 per cent in telerhones, 
Life insurance in force has in- 
creased by 70 per cent and bank 
clearings have increased by 60 
a cent. Depositors in savings 

nks have more than doubled. 
ve Hi and loan association as- 
ests have increased 180 per cent. 
In nearly every case these per- 
centages exceed the correspond- 
ing incrase in the country as a 
whole. All this has been ac- 
complished in seven and a half 
years. 

A Record of Progress. 

In every phase of life the 
South is moving forward. New 
vistas of betterment are open- 
ine. The ability and energy of 
the people is constan tly growing 
and is of more dynamic scope. 

hey have engaged in every form 
of useful community effort to 
improve both the material and 
spiritual side of life. I have had 
the honor to be president of the 
Better Homes Association. In 
that organization over 2000 
towns have actively co-operated 
throughout the South during this 
past year. Fourteen out of 24 of 
the annual prizes given by this 
association for the most success- 
ful work during the last five 
years have been awarded to the 
southern committees for leader- 
ship in bettering homes. 
over, as director in various na- 
tional committees devoted to in- 
crease of playgrounds and pub- 
lic parks, I have had occasion to 
note with gratification the ex- 
traordinary progress made 
throuchout the South in the pro- 
visions for wholesome recreation. 
You have not been negligent of 
education. In the past seven 
years the attendance in high 
schools has in reaaee by $1 per 
cent and in institutions of high- 
er learning by 70 per cent. Your 
moral and spiritual foundations 
have been strengthened. 

Government's Part. 

,i know that the people of the 
South will agree with me that 
these results could never have 
been attained but for helpful co- 
operation and sound policies in 
‘the national Government. and 
that change of these policies can 
bring only distress and disaster. 

The South possesses vast re- 
sources of raw materials and 
electric power, easy access to the 
sea, & great reserve of labor. a 
Wealth of soil, a moderate cli- 
mate. Most of these factors have 
been here always. Such re- 
sources exist in many other coun- 


tries, but if they are not accom-- | 


panied by fine leadership, by in- 
tellect and character as well as 
sound policies of government, 


More-. 


there could be no such develop- 
ment as we have witnessed in 
the South during this last seven 
years, That leadership has not 
been by immigration from the 
North. It has been the product 
of Southern men and women. 
The South has again proved to 
have in her blood that strain of 
leadership and fortitude which 
contributed so much to found 
our republic and so much to 
build our own West. 

I realize that I come here as 
the candidate of a political par- 
ty with whose policies many of 
you within my sight and many 
within the sound of my voice 
have often differed. I respect 
your views regarding that differ- 
ence. Yet so closely welded in 
common interest are the pressing 
issues of our nation today that 
it should be no longer unusual 
for a citizen of any region to 
vote for a President who repre- 
sents the principles which cor- 
respond with his convictions. 

Always Fellow Countrymen. « 

Our national officials are chos- 
en in order that fhey may pro- 
tect the political and economic 
health of the American people. 
In a contest such as this there 
is no place for personal bitter- 
ness. A great attribute of our 
political life has been the spirit 
of fair play with which our 
presidential contests have been 
waged in former years and the 
sportsmanlike spirit in which we 
have accepted the result. We 
prove ourselves worthy of self- 
government and worthy of confi- 
dence as Officials in proporton as 
we keep these contests free from 
abuse, free from misrepresenta- 
tion and free from words and 
acts which carry regret. What- 
ever the result, we remain fel- 
low countrymen. 

No better illustration of true 
sportsmanship in American poli- 
tics can be found than in the his- 
toric contest waged in this State 
between two brilliant brothers, 
one of whom honors us with his 
presence at this meeting, the 
beloved Alfred Taylor of Tennes- 
see. In the annals of chivalry no 
chapter portrays human nature 
to better advantage than. your 
own “war of the roses” in which 
Alfred Taylor, the Republican, 
nd Robert Tayolr, the Democrat, 
engaged in fierce political com- 
bat. attracted the attention of the 
whole nation, and stirred this 
whole State from center to cif- 
cumference. Yet in the heat of 
strife they kept in mind the ad- 
vice of that good mother who 
had admonished her two stalwart 
sons never to forget the tie of 
brotherhood. 

It is in that spirit I wish to 
discuss the problems that con- 
cern our country and the meth- 
ods I believe necessary to obtain 
his solution. 

Post-War Problems. 
Our country has entered upon 
an entirely new era. For 14 years 
our attention in public life has 
been mainly given to the great 
war and recontsruction from it. 
These 14 years have witnessed a 
revolution in our world rela- 
tions. in many phases of our 
economic life and our relations 
of government to them. Due to 
the ingenuity and hard work of 
our people and the sound policies 
in government we have come 
since the war to be the greatest 
reservoir of the world’s wealth. 
We have transformed ourselves 
from a country borrowing capi- 


tal from abroad to the foremost 


lender of capital to foreign Coun- 
tries. 

Our people, growing in eftfi- 
ciency and productive power, are 
pressing for expansion of work 
narkets. Cmpetition for these 
markets grows keener each year. 
Our increasing foreign trade has 
penetrated into every country in 
the world. Political diseases “«ris- 
ing from the war misery of for- 
eign countries have at times <ls- 
turbed us by their infection of 
certain of our people. The pov- 


erty of Europe presses huge im- 


migration toward us. We still 
have unsettled debts due to us 
from the war. For all these -2a- 
sons our international relations 
have vastly increased. 

Our Responsibility for Peace. 

By our growth of wealth and 
power we have a great burden 
of responsibility for the peace of 
the world. Abolition of the 
liquor traffic has become a part 
of our fundamental law and 
great problems of 
and obedience to law have arisen 
from it. From the 
the war we have inherited: in- 
crease in crime Technicalitie 
of. court procedure have be»: 
used to defeat justice and to aii 
law violators. The inventor of 
the gas engine has brought the 
automobile and the airplane. It 
has shortened distances, but it 
has brought new problems in 
roads and traffic. Discoveries in 
electricity have meant an im- 
mense expansion in power and 
communication which bring also 
their problems of regulation to 
protect public rights 

The war hag vastly increased 
the expenditures of the goverr- 
ment. The agpessment oMtaxes 
and expenditures of public mon- 
les have come to bear a vital 
part in businéss stability. Dur- 
ing these years we have adopted 
& measure of federal control of 
credit. Errors in that delicate 
adjustmnt can cause us fabulous 
loases. The war has disiocated 
our transportation relations both 
within our country and with for- 
eign countries. Development of 
inland waterwaya, of unerchant 
marine and consolidation of 
railways are forced upon us. 

Economic Questions.

Great expansion of agricultural 


production in Canada and the 
southern hemisphere combined 
with’ increasing efficiency and 
larger production by our own 
farmers have rendered unstable 
those branches of our agriculture 
which are dependent upon for- 
eign 1arkets. These circum- 
stances have brought a long 
train of difficulties to the Amer- 
ican farmer. 

With fewer men needed upon 
the farm and with more needed 
in other lines of production our 
great cities have, within this 14 
years, a little less than doubled 
in population with resultant so- 
cial problems. Increasing skill 
and prosperity have brought us 
more material comfortand great- 
er leisure but also serious ques- 
tions as to how we should use 
our leisure time. New inven- 
tions, including the automobile 
and the radio, have brought us 
into closer relations with our 
neighbors, and given us a keen- 
er knowledge of each other, a 
broader vision of the world and 
higher ambitions.

Federal Farm Board Plan. 

In the past seven and a half 
years Congress has passed more 
than a score of constructive acts 
in direct aid of the farmer and 
the improvement of his market- 
ing system. They have contribut- 
ed greatly to strengthen the agri- 
cultural industry. Our party has 
undertaken to go further than 
this and to still further reorgan- 
ize farmers’ marketing systems, 
placing it on a basis of greater 
stability and security. I may 
repeat these proposals. ‘ 

We stand cpecifically pledged 
to create a Federal Farm Board 
of men sympathetic with the 


problem, to be clothed with pow- 


ers and resources with which not 
only to further aid farmers’ co- 
operatives and assist generally in 
solving the multitude of differ- 
ent farm problems which arise 
from all quarters of our nation, 
but in particular to build up with 
initial advances of capital from 
the Government, farmer-owned 
and farmer-controlled stabiliza- 
tion corporations which will pro- 
tect the farmer from depressions 
and the demoralization of sum- 
mer and periodic surpluses. Such 
an instrumentality should be 
able to develop as years go on 
the constructive measures neces- 
sary to solve the new. farmers’ 
problems that will itmevitably 
arise. t is no proposal of sub- 
sidy or fee or tax upon the farm- 
er. It is a proposal to assist the 
farmer onto his own feet, into 
control of his own destinies. This 
is not a theoretical] formula. It 
is a business proposition de- 
signed to make farming more 
profitable. -No such far-reach- 
ing and specific proposal has 
ever been made by a political 
party on.béhalf of any industry 
in our history. It marks our 
desige for establishment of farm- 
ers’ stability and at the same 
time maintain his independence 
and individuality. 3

Wishes Dry Law to Succeed. 

The purpose of the eighteenth 
amendment is to protect the 
American home. A sacred obli- 
gation is imposed on the Presi- 
dent to secure its honest enforce- 
ment and to eliminate the abuses 


which have grown up around it; 
I wish i& to succeed. 

1 believe in continued devel- 
opment of good roads. They 
bring the farmers’ produce to 
market more cheaply and by

I advocate the enlarged and 
vigorous development of our in- 
land waterways because they 
tend to diversify industry, they

I rejoice in the enactment of 
legislation authorizing the con- 
struction of flood control works 
in the Mississippi and other riv- 
ers for they give protection ‘9? 
thousands of homes and open the 
Opportunity for new homes. We 
should complete these works 
with the utmost energy. 


Because three millions of our 
homes obtain their support from 
manufacture of articles which 
we import and export, we must 
continue to promote and defend 
our foreign trade. 

We must assure a sound mer- 
chant marine to safeguard our 
overseas trade against foreign 
discrimination. 

We must inexorably pursue 
the present policies of economy 
in government for through every 
tax reduction we leave more in- 
come in every home. 

Waste Production. 

It is vital that the Govern- 
meéent continue its effort to aid 
in the elimination of waste pro- 
duction and distribution, througn 
scientific research and by direct 
co-operation with business. By 
it we have made great gains in 
stability. From stability in busi- 
ness comes increased consump- 
tion of farm products, regularity 
of employment and certainty to 
the family budget. 

We must maintain our navy 
and our army in such fashion 
that we shall have complete de- 
fense of our homes from even 
the fear of foreign invasion. 

Our foreign policies must be 
ever directed to the cause of 
peace that we never again need 
sacrifice our sOns on the field of 
battle. 

To our veter@ms who gave 
freely of their all in times of 
danger we must continue to be 
not only just but generous in 
nacting and interpreting the 
laws for their relief. 

For Swifter Justice. 

To protect our people from 
Violence at home we must revise 
our court procedure to produce 
swifter and surer justice and we 
should begin .ith the Federal 
Government. 

I believe in the merit system 
of the civil service and I bélieve 


further tiat appointive offices 
must be filled by those who de- 
serve the confidence and respect 
of the communities they serve. 

It is absolutely essential to the 
moral development and the en- 
larged opportunity of the boys 
and girls in every home that we 
increasingly strengthen our ; ib- 
lic schoo! system and our instittc- 
tions of higher learning. 

All legislation. all administra- 
tive action must stand the su- 
preme test that it provide equal 
opportunity for all our citizens— 
not for any special group. 

I do not favor any general 
extension of the Federal Govern- 
ment into the operation of busi- 
ness in competition with its citi- 
zens. It is not the system of 
Lincoln or Roosevelt. It is not 
the American system. It not on- 
ly undermines initiative but 't 
undermines state and local self- 
government. It is the destruc- 
tion of state rights. 


For Conserving Natural Resources. 


Democracy, however, must be 
master in its own house. It can 
assure the conservation of our 
governmentally controlled natur- 
al resources in the interest of the 
people. It has demonstrated that 
by the power of regulation it can 
prevent abuse: it can and must 
contro! natural monopolies ir 
full public interest. It can do so 
without abdicating the very prin- 
ciples upon which our nation has 
been founded and through which 
we have reached a standard of 
living and comfort unparalleled 
in the world. Violations of pub- 
lic interest by individuals or cor- 
porations shou!d be followed by 
the condemnation and punish- 
ment they deserve, but this 
should not induce us to abandon 
progressive principles and sub- 
stitute in their place deadly and 
destructive ioctrines. There are

FRANKLIN ROOSEVELT 
COMPARES NOMINEES 


Thinks Smith Would Make | 


Better President Than 
Hoover. 


By the Associated Press. 

CLEVELAND, O. Oct. 6— 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, Democratic 
nominee for Governor of New 
York, declared in a prepared ad- 
dress here tonight that the persor- 
al qualities possessed by Alfred E. 
Smith “would make him a more 
successful and more useful Presi- 
dent than Herbert Hoover because 
he would be better able to co-or- 
dinate the executive and legisla- 
tive functions of the Government.” 

Roosevelt arrived here tonight 
from Warm Springs, Ga. 

“Throughout the South, where I 
have spent the last two weeks, it is 
an unfortunate fact that the Res 
publican party, starting as far back 
as May, has centered itself around 
an attack on the Decocratic candi- 
date by vile personal slander and 
an appeal to religious prejudice,” 
said Roosevelt. “It is fortunate, 
however, this was used early in the 
campaign, for during the last few 
weeks we have witnessed a splen- 
did revulsion of feeling on the part 
of thinking Americans. It is per- 
haps a good thing that the search- 
light ha&’ been so clearly turned on 
the record of Gov. Smith, for an 
examination of that record canrot 
fail to bring the support of thou- 
sands who want to see a he-man in 
the White House. 

“It is on this question of the 
personality of the candidate that I 
want to bring out tonight a con- 
sideration that has so far failed 
to receive due attention. 

“It is not sufficient for the 
President to be merely a good 
organizer, a good engineer, a cood 
statistician. We are apt to forget 
that our national Government 
functions through two branches. 
the executive and Congress. These 
two branches are in theory co- 
ordinate; we cannot have success- 
ful Government unless that co-or- 
dination exists in practice as well 
as in theory. 

“I have been a friend of both the 
candidates for many years and I 
have have a high regard for them 
both. But there is no real reason 
to prevent me from saying, quite 
aside from any partisan viewpoint, 
that I honestly believe Gov. Smith 
would make a more successful and 
more useful President during the 
next your years than Mr. Hoover. 

“There are vast and pressing 
problems to be solved by co-ordina- 
tion between the President and 
the Congress: none of them can be 
solved by the President alone.” 

Roosevelt added that he was 
frankly skeptical as to the success 
Hoover would have in working with 
{*ongress.

LONDON LOSES GOLD 
BUT MONEY NO DEARER 


BY ARTHUR W. KIDDY. 

LONDON, ‘Oct. 6.—In the last week the 
Bank of Englana lost gold more rapidly 
than at any other time since the resump- 
tion of the guid standard, and the money 
position continued very obscure. The 
United States and France are regarded as 
the chief sources of possible gold demands, 
owing to the dearness of muney in New 
York and the huge French balance 
London. 

Germany's power to take gold had not 
received due weight, despite the moOve- 
ment of the yellow metal in that direction 


a month ago. The impression has pre- 
vailed that the strengih of German €x- 
change would be only temporary in view 
of the heavy reparations liabilities, and

Except for the pos- 
sible discouraging effect such a bad 
start 1nay have on the minds of the 
Cards, both the Yankees and Car- 
dinals should start just as fresh in 
the third game as if an ordinary 
series had started during a regu- 
season, Change of battle 
grounds makes a lot of difference. 
In 1921, the Giants lost the first 
two games of the world series to 
the Yankees, both being shutouts. 
The Giants came right back and 
forced the fight down to the sev- 
enth game and won. 

With Jess Haines opening for 
the Cardinals in St. Louis, there is 
an excellent chance of them get- 
tine back in the series. The whole 
trouble with St. Louis has been 
the failure of their heavy hitters 
to run true to form, or even any- 
thing like real form. 

“Swinging at Bad Balls.” 

Hafey, a natural hard hitter, has 
been unable to get going, as have 
Bottomley and Harper. Much of 
their failure has been due to an 
eagerness to hit which has made 
them go after bad balls. In the 
second game at New York, it was 
this swinging at bad balls that al-

But if the winds are very high—and the 
Antarctic is noted for the terrific velocity 
with which these cold blasts hurl -hemselves 
down from the polar plateaus—t-ouble ac- 
tualy packs up. The big ice packs drift be- 
fore the winds and pile up in ridges. These 
ridges get thicker and higher, and it becomes | 
difficult and finally impossible for a ship | 
to plow its way throug: them. 

Seven parts of the ice is bencath the level 
of the sea. This enables the oeean turrents 
to prevail and send the big frozen masses in 
directions that often are opposite‘to that of 
the high wind that may be howling along at 
60 or 70 or 90 miles an hour. 


Terrific Crush Force 

of the Larger Icebergs. 

Sometimes huge icebergs cut across the 
lighter floes plowing through them as a ma- 
jestic liner plows through open water. 

These icebergs sometimes are the size of a 
city block. Some have been seen the size of 
a city. If a vessel is fast in the ice in the 
course of one of these drifting ice magses, 
its doom is sealed. It will be crushed like

Generally the Antarctic ice pack is loose- 
ly drifting to and fro in water that is 
streaked in bands of green and blue.

| From the tiniest shrimp to the biggest 
| whale, there is just one huge cycle of marine 
life—-a constant struggle, a battle of the 
deep. Many a drama of the frozen south will 
‘be enacted in our path. . The seals usually 
are found where ice is plentiful. We expect 
to see many of them—the “crabeaters, the 
Ross seals and the Weddell seals.’’ They lie 
'on the floating ice, basking in the sun, The 
throb of the ship’s engines does not disturb 
them. But danger lurks in those colorful, 
frigid depths. 

Sometimes on® can watch a seal, peace- 
| fully basking in the sun, suddenly make a 
idesperate leap for life. Somewhere close 
by there flashed the deadly jaws of the kill- 
er whale, and the seal is aquirming out of 
the way. Most of the seals I have seen in 
Antarctic waters bear the marks of their nar- 
row escapes on their hides. 

Often we have seen the seals leap from 
the water, slashed and bleeding. I recall in 
| the days when we were drifting alofig in the 
“Quest,” Sir Ernst Shackelton’s boat, there 
| would suddenly appear a swirling, crimson

mute evidence of another sea tragedy.

The killer whales are of no use to the 
whalers. Too small and too Jean to be worth 
the trouble to harpoon, the “killer” prowls 
the Antarctic waters preying on other marine 
creatures. 

Generally the “‘killers’’ are about one-third

In silent, frozen nights, around the dim- 
ly lighted cabins of the smaller whaling ships, 
tales have been told of the big blue whales 
caught alive with their tongues partly eaten 
by “killers.” 

The killer whale hunts his blubbery broth- 
er much as a fox chases a sheep. When the 
big whale gets out of breath, tired out by 
the smaller and faster foe, his tongue hangs 
out of his mouth, a tender delicacy of no 
mean proportion. Then the “killer” makes 
a lunge, the deadly jaws snap like steel 
knives, and the big blue whale is minus his 
tongue. Exhausted and bleeding, the big 
animals die, and mamy carcasses are found 
floating on the surface of the water.

This, 
1| hewever, did not happen. The 
Foreign Office declared either its 
-\|inability or its unwillingness to 
publish its original note to Wash- 
ington at this moment, so. that 
the American Embassy had no 
choice but to publish its own note. 


Why Was Secrecy Kept? 

It is. permissible to ask what 
purpose the Foreign Office may 
have had in persisting to with- 
hold the note, all the facts of 
which, so they assert, are con- 
tained in the American reply; a 
note moreover, which is in the 
hands of the Italian and Japanese 
Governments as well as the Amer- 
ican. 

But this is not all. British 
opinion had been led to believe 
from British official or semi-offi- 
cial sources of information, that 
the United States, Italian and 
Japanese Governments had been 
placed in possession of all there 
was to know about the Anglo- 
French naval agreement. This, 
however, is now shown not to 
have been the case, since it is 
stated explicitly in the American 
note that Washington has actual- 
ly received no text of the Anglio- 
French agreement but merely a 
summarized version supplemented, 
so there is reason to believe, by 
additional details afforded it in 
reply to two successive inquiries 
for elucidation in London and in 
Paris. This again is an extraor- 
dinary situation probably aiso 
without precedent. 

Three governments are invited 
by two others . to express their 
Opinion on an agreement conclud- 
ed by the two latter, of which the 
actual text is withheld from them. 
Could secretiveness, and secre- 
tiveness calculated to arouse in- 
ternational suspicion to an wun- 
measured degree, be pushed far- 
ther and more clumsily than this? 


No Excuse for Secrecy. 


The Foreign Office in this mat- 
ter could not have violated more 
flagrantly or more stupidiy the’ 
sound axiom of open covenants 
openly arrived at. There may be 
some excuse for discretion whilst 
negotiations are in progress. 
There can be neither excuse nor 
justification at this date for pre- 
serving secrecy on an agreement 
that has already been reached,

How England Deals With - 
Problem of Unemployment 


Continued From Page 1B. 


the people with whom it deals. 
If any member were to rise in the 
House of Commons today and 
propose that the unemployment 
insurance provisions be repealed 
he would be quickly told he was 
talking nonsense. 


Similarly, those critics of indus- 
trial legislation who tell the people 
of the United States that British 
unemployment insurance has been 
in practice a colossal failure are 
talking nonsense. Whether the time 
is ripe for the United States to 
pass similar legislation is a matter 
to be determined by the American 
people themselves in their own 
way. But the fact remains that 
British unemployment legislation 
has rendered services of great 
magnitude during the years of in- 
dustrial depression which have 
come to us since the war. 


Public Utility Work 


The third lesson relates to the 
value of schemes for the execution 
of great works of public ufility in 
times of industrial depression. In 
Great Britain these schemes have 
been chiefly concerned with arte- 
rial road construction and the main 
line of action has been that of 
state aid, given to the extent of 50 
per cent of the cost, offered to the 
local authorities whose territories 
are served by these roads. One 
great advantage of these schemes 
is that they combine local initia- 
tive with state stimulus and guid- 
ance in road direction. 

Many millions of money have 
been wisely expended in this way 
during the past seven years... The 
experience gained has been special- 
ly interesting in one regard. It has 
been definitely proved that best .-re- 
sults are secured when good wages 
are paid and each contractor who 
takes the job from the loca] au- 
thority is called on to employ men 
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steadily and to get from them the 
maximum results. 

Stated in another way, the ex- 
perience gained is that the less 
charity there is and the better 


inevitably some of the faults of | 


who had been roadmaking for 
years. 
was wisdom in organization to se- 
cure the best application of the en- 
ergies of the men employed. Given 
the knowledge that they are doing 
a normal job at normal rates of 
pay, the great majority of men rise 
to the occasion and do a thor- 
oughly good day's work. 

The fourth lesson which we hare 
learned in Great Britain is that of 
not anticipating that all the time 
can we secure a perfect ratio be- 
tween the men and women 6eek- 
ing employment and the vol ime of 
work to be done at any given time. 

There are, in addition to these 
lessons definitely learned, some 
questions we are beginning to esk 
ourselves. Is it possible that, while 
the power of the machine is con- 
stantly increasing and its labor- 
saving capacities are continually 
growing, we can hope.to avoid en- 
tirely sorre measure of unemp!oyg 
ment? Will it not be better for 
us to accept as inevitable, even in 
the best organized state, the need 
for making provision, through in- 
surance legislation or other vise, 
for the carrying from time to time 
a greater or less number of per- 
sons whose energies are temporar- 
ily not in demand? Should we rot 
keep always ready for idm:nistra- 
tive use some schemes of public 
works on which we can employ 
relatively large numbers of unem- 
ployed persons in times of trade 
slackness? 


Training the Young 


And, most vital of all questions, 
are we doing all we should to bring 
into being an educational system 
which will train the younger gen- 
eration to take a real joy in being 
ever ready to step out of the 
crowded town and play the pio- 
neer, but to play the pioneer un- 
der conditions different from the 
senseless and humiliating drudgery 
which characterized so much of 
the pioneering of the past?

OMPARED with groups of 
commodities for which price 
statistic«e are published by the 
United States Department of La- 
bor, gasoline is now the cheapes! 
commodity of general use in the 
country. 

The average wholesale price o! 
gasoline for 1927 is given as 1114 
per cent of the average price ‘or 
1913. But the average price of ‘11! 
commodities’ is 146.8 per cent of 
1913 prices. Everybody realizes 
that prices, as a whole, are a great 
deal higher than before the war. 
But there have been wide varia- 
tions between the price experienc’'s 
of different commodities or groups 
of commondities. 

The Department of Labor has 
just published its price statistics 
covering the full year 1927. Froin 
these the accompanying graph nis 
been prepared, showing how prices 
have moved in the various com- 
modity groups. The department's 
figures are based on wholesale 
prices. They show that for the full 
year 1927, the index figure for 
prices of all commodities was 146.8.

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Philip II, King of Spain. < —= ——

MADRID. 
HARGES of mur- 
der, 360 years old, 
have been brought 
up against King 
Philip II of Spain 
by the Spanish 
Royal Academy of 
History, which is 

— devoting the year 
eS to a study of the 
strange relations between King Philip, 
“the Prudent,” his ill-fated and decid- 
edly imprudent son, Don Carlos, and 
his lovely and possibly imprudent 
Queen, Isabella. 

The academy contemplates bringing 
the long-dead monarch to book this 
autumn, before the test tubes and 
microscopes of modern science, for 
poisoning his wife and son. It plans 
to have the bodies of the Queen and 
her stepson—who originally was her 
fiance—exhumed and examined by a4 
noted poison expert, just as though the 
deaths had occurred last week and 
this were an ordinary investigation for 
the Coroner. This is quite in line 
with the vogue for re-examining his- 
tory in the light of modern means of 
investigation, particularly criminal in- 
vestigation. Joan of Arc thus has been 
vindicated of the charges which sent 
her to the stake; half the great names 
of history have been cleared or re-in- 
dicted, and it is reported that Socrates 
is to be granted a new trial by the 
Greek Supreme Court. 

Isabella, born Elizabeth of Va- 
lois, daughter of the formidable 
Catherine ge Medicis, was be- 
trothed to Carlos in the preliminaries 
of the treaty of Cateau-Cambresis, but 
his father became a widower before 
the treaty was completed and took the 
charming Isabella to himself. She came 
to the court of Spain in 1560. She 
was 15 and beautiful; Carlos was 14 
and lonely, brilliant ‘of mind but 
warped of body and thwarted at every 
turn. Her name headed a secret list 
of friends kept by Don Carlos; King 


Philip headed a list of enemies whom. 


he proposed to ‘“‘eliminate’’ after the 
quaint but frequently effective fash- 
jon of:the day. 


ON CARLOS died mysteriously 
ID in 1569, a captive of his fathers 


a few weeks after Philip had 
found the list. Within three months 
Queen Isabella also was dead. And the 
somber, unscrupulous nature of Philip 
the Prudent made it look like some- 
thing more than ‘coincidence, for, said 
Cabrero, Spanish historian, ‘‘His dag- 
ger followed close upon his smile.” 

The historical argument began 
even before Don Carlos met his end: 
ralf the courtiers in Europe wondered 
whether the Spanish King was going 
to poison his son, now that he had 
such an excellent. chance. It was 
doubled when Isabella died, and 
trebled when, within two years, Philip 
Il-chose. for his fourth wife Anne of 
Austria, who, like Isabella, had been 
Don Carlos’ ‘‘intended."’ It has been 
woven into many books and plays, in- 
cluding Schiller’s ‘‘Don Carlos.”’ It has 
failed to abate in 360 years, and the 
Spanish historians have about enough 
of it. 

“It seems to me that the time has 
come for our body to clear up this 
alleged murder mystery once and for 
all,” declared Senor Elias Tormo, dis- 
tinguished Madrid historian, at the re- 


—_ meeting of the academy. ‘If the’ 


ing were really alive he would have 
the right to demand an investigation

though he is dead, he has 
just as much right to profit 
by such an investigation. 

“TIT therefore propose 
that the body of Don 
Carlos, and even that of 
Queen Isabella as well, be 
handed bvver to Professor 
Kohn-Abrest of Paris, who was the 
expert in the Landru and Lowenstein 
cases, or to some other noted toxicolo- 
gist, with instruction to examine them 
for traces of poison. : 

“If the expert finds poison there will 
be no question of Philip the Second’s 
guilt; if he finds nothing, we can give 
the King the benefit of the doubt.”’ 

The lapse of time should prove no 
obstacle to the discovery of a mineral 
poison, said Professor Kohn-Abrest, 
who is director of the municipal tox- 
icological laboratory in Paris, when 
consulted by the writer. .« 


6é FEW years ago,”’ he said, ‘I 
A examined a 4000-year-old 
Egyptian mummy. In the case 
of Don Carlos the success of the anly- 
sis depends: chiefly on the state. of the 
remains. If he was buried in a leaden 
casket, and if he was really embalmed, 
as I understand, this will open up a 
wide field for investigation. Provided 
he was killed by a mineral poison we 
would certainly be able to find and 
identify it.’’ : 

Professor Kohn-Abrest declared that 
there was no possibility of ‘finding an 
organic poison like strychnine or hem- 
lock in. the Prince's remains, as 
traces of these substances would 
quickly disintegrate into the atmos- 
phere. Besides, they had their vogue 
in the thirteenth century and have 
more or less gone out of fashion since 
then. 

Arsenic would be what he would ex- 
pect to find, from his knowledge of 
the methods whereby sixteenth century 
wives or husbands solved their domes- 
tic problems. The Borgias preferred 
corrosive sublimate for their famous 
dinner. parties, but the common run of 


poisons, the sort used by the ordinary’ 


crude workman with no real creative 
genius, were arsenical. Old Spanish 
and Italian books are full of warnings 
against eating anything flavored with 
vinegar or onions, since they were 
used to disguise the taste of the 
poisons. 

Some of the real achievements of 
the poisoner's art, also, were arsenical. 
They included the notorious ‘‘Aqua 
Tofana,”’ or ‘“‘Acquetta di Napoli,’ an 
invention of the aimiable widow Tof- 
ana, said to have killed 600 persons, 
including Popes Pius III and Clement 
XIV. It was the death froth of a pig 
which had been dosed with arsenic. 
The “cantrella,’’ favorite poison of 
Cesare Borgia, was the foam of a pig 
made mad by being suspended head 
downward, and then beaten to death. 
Another favorite of sweet young things 
in Naples was extracted from dried 
pork, powdered with arsenic. 

With all these to choose from, and 
in the days before divorce and ali-

mony had supplanted the more direct 
method of a little poison and outright 
seizure of the deceased's estates, it ap- 
pears that King Philip would not re- 
main long at a-loss to end the love 
affair of Carlos and Isabella, if love 
uffair it'-was. At any rate, pending the 
verdict of Professor Kohn-Abrest 
there is ample and interesting room 
for speculation. 


PT rinat'a is a great deal of doubt 
that Queen Isabella was attract- 
ed by Don Carlos, but little that 
ihe unfortunate and unruly boy was 
strongly attracted to her, and bitterly 
disappointed when he saw her married 
off to his gray-haired father. And 
there is considerable evidence that, 
whatever her attitude, he was not the 
sort to stand on any ceremony. About 
two years after the marriage the 
courts of Europe were set buzzing with 
the news that the heir apparent of the 
greatest empire of them all was in 
danger of death from a skull fracture. 
He had fallen on the stairway when 
creeping down to pay a midnight visit 
to the gardener’s daughter. He used 
to gather a group of lordlings and run 
wild on the streets of Madrid, poking 
at tradesmen with the sword and hurl- 
ing insults at pretty girls and pompous 
grandmamnias. 

Boots were large in those days, but 
Carlos had his made larger to accom- 
modate a pair of pistols. Philip heard 
of it and ordered them made smaller. 
When the bootmaker brought them in, 
Carlos gave him a beating, had the 
leather cut into strips and stewed and 


forced the tradesman to eat it. 

He asked a merchant named Grimal- 
do to advance him 1500 ducats. ‘All I 
have is at your disposal,’ bowed the 
money lender. Carlos took him at his 
word and made it 100,000 ducats. 

“You will ruin me,” said the 
astounded Grimaldo; ‘‘what I said was 
only in the way of compliment.”’ 

“You have no right to bandy com- 
pliments with Princes,’’ retorted Car- 
los, and let him off at 60,000. 

Another of these little whimsies 
was, probably, to cost him much 
a few vears late. President Es- 
pinosa of the Council of Castile ban- 
ished from the castle a player who was 
to have’ performed for the’ Prince. 
Carlos seized him. by the throat, laid 
a hand on his poniard and exclaimed: 
“You scurvy priest, do you dare pre- 
vent Cisneros from playing before me? 
By the life of my father, I will kill 
you!’ 


O MAKE the threat without ex- 
ecuting it was a tactical error. 
Espinosa, later Cardinal Espi- 
nosa, became Grand Inquisitor and 
presided over the commission of three 
at the secret trial of Don Carlos. 
Only a former tutor and the beau- 
tiful and engaging Queen seem to have 
found a more attractive side in the 
tempestuous Prince. The Bishop of 
Limoges wrote in a letter that Queen 
Isabella ‘‘gave the Prince so gracious 
and affectionate a reception that it af- 


forded singular contentment to the 


King, and yet more to Carlos, as ap- 
peared by his frequent visits to the

a court much stiffer than that of Paris 
would permit.’’ 

The next month the Bishop wrote 
that the Queen endeavored to amuse 
Carlos with such innocent games as 
might cheer the young Prince, who 
seemed to be wasting away under his 
malady. A member of Isabella's train 
reported to Catherine de Medicis the 
following year that the Queen was 
often joined at supper by Don Carlos, 
“‘who loves the Queen singularly well, 
and, as I suspect, would have no ob- 
jection to be more nearly related to 
her.”’ Anda French historian asserted 
that Carlos, ‘‘after long conversations 
in the Queen's apartment, was often 
heard, as he came out, to complain 
loudly of his father’s having robbed 
him of her.’’ 

Did Isabella feel some attraction 
to the Prince? Stranger’ things 
have happened. The Prince was wan 
and sickly; he suffered from _ in- 
termittent fever; one shoulder was 
higher than the other, and one leg was 
shorter than the other. His personality 
was turgid, wild and erratic; he was 
passionately ambitious;. intense, in- 
deed, in everything; but he was, at 


times, eerily brilliant; generous—also 
to the point of prodigality..

ote Byron’s lameness and his 


reputation were called as attrac- 

tive to women as his poetry and 
his looks; it may be that Carlos’ faults 
were as fascinating to women as his 
nearly nonexistent good points. Isa- 
bella was instructed to “cultivate” 
Don Carlos, with a view to marrying 
him to her sister, but some historians 
and a great many playwrights and nov- 
elists have indicated that her interest 
went farther than that. 

At any rate, she was vastly dis- 
tressed by his arrest and the fact that 
she, like everyone else, was forbidden 
to visit him. Carlos had decided to 
leave the country, writing a number of 
letters, for delivery after his depart- 
ure, explaining that he left because 
of harsh treatment by his father. He 
had been denied an appointment to 
Flanders, where revolution was under 
way—in fact, had threatened to kill 
the man sent in his place. And he 
threatened to kill his father. 

He ordered eight horses to be in 
readiness at the palace that eveninge— 
Jan. 18, 1568. At 11 o'clock the King, 
helmeted and in full armor, crept down 
the stairs with Feria, Captain of the 
guard, four or five other lords, and 
a dozen privates. The Duke of Feria 
stole to the head of Don Carlos’ bed 
and seized the musket, sword and dag- 
ger which Carlos never slept without: 
already, by order of the King, a me- 
chanic had disabled a system of pul- 
leys whereby the Prince could open or 
close the -door from his bed. Carlos

I[ can pay and I 
won't pay. I can be free and I won't 
be free. What's the reason? Surely 
lit is time that the State makes 
an investigation before my 
board bill mounts to the size of the 
war debt.” 

He again offered to pay four times 
the sum demanded for his child, on 
condition that she be placed in a 
“Christian home. He offered to sub- 
mit his war record and his record as 
a rancher for investigation. In short, 
Kteid offered to do everything but sub- 
mit to Judge Purkitt’s court order, but 
Gov. Young refused to take up the 
case, 

Then Reid filed suit for $15,000 
damages against John Thomas, fore- 
man of the grand jury before whom 
he appeared for sanity investigation.

Under its plan, officially known as 
Plan Z, the Paris garrison, aided by 
police forces, would merely attempt to 
hold a smal! “island” in the heart of 
the capital, embracing the Elysee Pal- 
ace, the ministries and the Bank of 
France, and virtually surrender the 
rest of the city, including the rich 
Champs Elysees, Monceau, Auteuil and 
Passy quarters. At the same time the 
War Minister would assemble an army 
at Versailles, composed of provincial

*NE SUNDAY evening, In 

January of this year, Mon- 

sieur Georges Gaillard, 

aged 33, a shoe dealer by 

profession but an amateur 

hypnotist, returned home 

with his wife after a walk and an- 

nounced that, since she was tired, he 
was going to cook supper. 

He might have known something 
would happen after a masculine boast 
of that sort, but he didn’t. He stalked 
boldly into the kitchen, lit the gas 
stove and put a skillet over the flame. 
Then he picked up two mutton chops 
—-and those chops have made local 
history. 

To his thinking, the skillet was not 
quite hot enough, and so he held the 
chops for a minute. And then it hap- 
pened. M’sieu Georges started back, 
his eyes bulging in a wild stare at two 
shriveled slivers of leather which he 
had picked up a moment before as 
that many fresh, excellent, juicy chops 
of mutton. In his hand they had be- 
come dry, mummified. He. could 
scarcely have put a dent in them with 
a hammer. 

In disgust he threw them into the 
skillet, but they were impervious to 
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heat. To attempt to chew them was 
foolhardy; to digest them impossible. 
But out of curiosity he kept them, and, 
to this day, time, heat, fame and the 
vicissitudes of frequent handling— 
they have become virtual ‘‘museum 
pieces” in Lyons—have not altered 
them in the slightest. 

The next day Gaillard went to re- 
late his strange experience to Dr. Ed- 
mond Locard, the noted director of the 
police technical laboratory, and other 
distinguished savants of Lyons. In 
their presence he performed even more 
extraordinary feats. He has repeated 
these exploits at various times since 
then. 

By simply touching or passing his 
hands he instantly mummified a beef- 
steak that had just come from a 
butcher shop; a fish, a pigeon, a rat.

Such, then, is the present state of 
the D’Olier mystery. Was it suicide 
Or was it murder?

REDERICK 
SMALL was a 
perpetually un- 
lucky man. Not 
in the place of his 
birth—for who 
could choose a 
better city than 
Portland, Maine? Even the de- 
tractors of Longfellow must admit 
that it was a town of no ordinary 
charm which inspired ‘‘My Lost 
Youth.” From first to last, Mr. 
Small had the faculty of living in 


’ pleasant places, but they seem to 


have done him little good. 

In Portland he broke his leg— 
playing baseball, so he said—and 
also he failed in the grocery busi- 
ness.* These things may have em- 
bittered his life; the accident in 
the baseball game, at all events, 
made him limp to his last day. 
His height, as a result of his lame- 
ness, seemed but little more than 
five feet. 

He may have been 23 or 24 
when, in 1890, he married Miss 
Nettie Davis of Minot. I assume 
that this is a pleasant place, for it 
is near Poland Springs. His mar- 
ried life was brief, and it ended 
sadly. His wife, after 
about a year, died in 
childbirth. The grocery 
business having failed, 

Mr. Small left Portland 
and went to Massachu- 
setts. 

The fragments of in- 
formation which we have 
show that in Evefett, in 
that State, in 1899, he married 
Miss Laura Patterson of Salem. 
1 would not include Everett as 
one of the conspicuously beau- 
tiful. towns in which he chose 
to dwell, but he did not stay there 
long. He and the new Mrs. Small 
roamed about, and lived at one 
time or another in Boston and in 
Somerville. For a while they 
lived at “the Bingham Farm” in 
Hudson, until there happened, in 
1900, the first of another series of 
unlucky events. They were driven 
from the farm by a fire. 


FTER Hudson came the 
A sear in Boston and Somer- 

ville. Mr. Small was en- 
gaged in stock trading—speculat- 
ing on the market, or so I take 
it; not dealing in cattle. It was 
this career, undoubtedly, that 
caused him to. be described, in 
headlines, in his later days, as a 
“Boston broker.’ He was also, 
says a report, ‘‘well known as a 
checker player’’—but we may be 
charitable and regard this as mere 
spiteful gossip. 

The greater and national game, 
however, once more exercised a 
baleful influence on his life. In 
1908 he brought suit against a 
former president of the Boston 
National baseball team. Arthur 
H. Soden was his name; the com; 
plaint against him that he had 
alienated the affections of Mrs. 
Small. The husband appraised his 
injuries at no paltry figure, but 
asked for $500,000. The suit at- 
tracted some attention. 

Two years later, a Judge re- 
duced the amount and set. the 
damages to which he said Mr. 
Sinall was entitled at $10,000. | 

There was never atrial. A 
year or so later still a settlement 
was agreed upon at a figure never 
disclosed. Mr. Small was granted 
a divorce, and his former wife re- 
moved to New York. 

Soon, Frederick Small! is found 
advertising for a country home for 
an invalid—the nature of the iIll- 
ness does not appear—and his ad- 
vertisement is answered. From 
Southboro, Massachusetts, or from 
a little village nearby called Fay- 
ville, came a reply from a family 
named Curry. Mr. Small went to 
Southboro, and decided to stay. He 
also entered upon his third and 
most disastrous marriage. In De- 


.cember, 1911, he was wedded to 


Miss Florence Arlene Curry—aft- 
er an acquaintance of only 10 
days. Miss Curry was 32; the 
bridegroom gave his age as 44. 

Mr. Smal! and Mrs. Small, num- 
ber three, remained in Southboro 
for a little more than two years. 
In May, 1914, they moved, for 
reasons which I cannot supply, to 
Mountainview, in New Hampshire. 
This is a tiny village on the south 
shore of Lake Ossipee. 

The day after they left, a fire 
of unknown origin destroyed their 
Southboro home. 

The reasons for this removal, a 
distince of a hundred or 200 miles, 
to the outskirts of an obscure vil- 
lage like Mountainview, have not 
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been published. Frederick 
Small’s devotion to rural i 
life and his interest in out- 

door sports could be the 
explanation. Or it may be 

that the comparative lone- 

liness and seclusion of the place 
appealed to him. 

It is true that for more than 
two years after his arrival on 
Lake Ossipee nothing extraordi- 
nary happened. It is hard to be- 
lieve that he had any definite plan 
so far ahead. . 

Mr. Small was between 45 and 
50 when he came to Mountain- 
view. Lame he was, but not so 
lame as to be unable to run a mo- 
tor boat, nor to own rifles and 
fishing rods for other purposes 
than wall decoration. There were 
skates, snowshoes and skis in his 
house, and unless these were sole- 
ly for his wife’s use—and I am 
pretty sure they were not—we 
may put aside the lameness as no 
great handicap to agreeable ex- 
ercise. 

An organ, a violin (valued at 
$200), a victrola, checkers and 
chessmen, among the furniture of 
his home, suggest that he had re- 
sources for the evenings. He even 
had books, worth $40—and this 
sum, if invested in the publica- 
tions of Mr. Haldeman-Julius, 
means a fair library. 

As for his defeats in business, 
it does not appear that he had, in 
the years, in Mountainview, any 
important debts. He bought the 
cottage in which he lived, and in- 
sured it for $3000. His wife—so 
he said—had diamonds and other. 
gems worth $6000. (I think he 
exaggerated. She did have a 
diamond ring.) He had a bank 
balance of nearly $5000. He kept 
a safety-deposit box in Boston, 
containing securities or valuables 
of one kind or another. 


| LL this property, doubtless, 

A rou have seemed small po- 

tatoes to the men with whom 
he associated in his brokerage 
days in Boston. Yet many of 
Small’s New Hampshire neighbors, 
country school teachers, trades- 
men, parsons or physicians, with 
half of his pleasures and “°re- 
sources, would have thought them- 
selves lucky if they faced the age 
of 50 with only one dependent and 
with capital as great as his. 

In Mountainview his life was 
almost a continual holiday. He 
had a‘ passion for machinery and 
enjoyed pecking at his motor boat 
with spanners and oil cans when 
he was not sailing her on the 
lake. His curious electrical appa- 
ratus, over which he bent for 
hours in his workshop, gave him 
satisfaction. The quiet existence 
of the woods and the lake was 
brightly relieved by an occasional 
trip to Boston: to look after his 
investments; to make a little deal 
on the market; to amuse himself 
with a moving picture or at a 
play. 

There can be no doubt about the 
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home he had chosen. 
Such places are aston- 
ishingly rare. The sea- 
coast and the shores 
of inland lakes and 
rivers are usually held 
and fenced off by the 
wealthy, or else made 
hideous by promoters 
of ‘“‘pleasure’ resorts. 
But the clearing on the south 
shore of Lake Ossipee is unspoiled. 
The approach is‘by a thickly wood- 
ed road, a mile long, from the 
village of Mountainview. The 
woods are beautiful, alike in sum- 
mer and when they are snow- 
bound through the long winter. 


HERE are seven or eight 
little cottages at the edge 
of the water, mostly hid- 
den from one another in the trees. 
Thick woods behind the cottages: 
a narrow beach, and then the 
bright blue waters of a lake not 
less lovely than Windermere or 
Katrine. On the far sides of the 
lake, miles distant, a broken wall 
of hills. All this in the clear, cool 
air of Northern New Hampshire. 
In the midst of this incredible 
peace and beauty moved little 
Frederick Small and his wife. 
Mrs. Small, by the way, was not 
little in stature; her husband de- 
scribed her as a “big, strong, 
husky girl.’’ From the dealer in 
Mountainview they bought their 
supplies, which were delivered at 
their door. Mr. and Mrs. Small had 
friendly social relations with some 
of the other cottagers on the lake, 
and with a few of the permanent 
residents of the village. ‘ 
There is nothing that goes to 
prove that Florence Small's life 
was an especially happy one. Her 
husband did take her out on the 
lake, and on brief boating trips, 
but these do not seem to have 
been hours of unmixed pleasure. 
When he visited the Fryeburg 
Fair, which he may have done in 
a friend's motor car, he may have 
taken his wife with him. There 
was one motor trip with the Fer- 
rens, to Bretton Woods, Fryeburg, 
Portland and Portsmouth. Her 
sister came once to visit her. But 
when Mr. Small's business called 
him to Boston for a night or two 
his wife hardly dared to go to bed. 
She kept her clothes on and stayed 
awake all night—to be ready for 
the dangers that lonely women 
imagine and that a few unfortu- 
nate ones have actually met. 
Early in 1916, Mr. Small be- 
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gan to show that interest in 
insurance which fills the hearts 
of insurance officials with deep 
joy. In February he called 
by telephone Mr. Winfield Chase 
of Mountainview and expressed a 
desire to ‘talk insurance.’” Mr. 
Chase, who was agent for the 
Travelers’ Company of Hartford, 
had no reluctance about a conver- 
sation on the subject, and was at 
Small’s house the same afternoon. 
The talk was about life insurance: 
a policy to cover loss by fire had 
been arranged by Mr. Chase four 
months earlier: $2000 on the cot- 
tage and $1000 upon the contents. 
Now they discussed insurance for 
$20,000 upon the joint lives of 
Mr. and Mrs. Small. But the con- 
versation led to nothing; and a 
few days later Mr. Small turned to 
the agent of the John Hancock 
Mutual of Boston. This was Mr. 
Edwin Conner, who was also prin- 
cipal of a school at Centre Ossipee. 

Mr. Conner was also invited by 
telephone to call upon the 
thoughtful husband, and he also 
was prompt. The two men made 
a trip to Boston together, as Mr. 
Small wished to satisfy himself 
about the financial condition of 
the John Hancock company. This 
was done; the officials at head- 
quarters showed him their coffers 
and exhibited their treasury, or 
did whatever is customary and 
necessary to prove solvency, and 
the investor was content. ’ 


E MADE application for in- 
H Surance upon the lives 
of his wife and himself. 
But the company rejected the ap- 
plication for the reason that the 
name of Mrs. Small — doubt- 
less to save her trouble—was 
signed by her husband and in his 
own hand. There were “fuss 
and bother; objection on the part 
of Small and bickerings,”’ but a 
second application was made. Mrs. 
Small was now admitted to the 
secret and she signed with Mr. 
Small. 
The contract provided that on 
the death of either the sum of 
$20,000 should be paid to the sur- 


vivor; or, in the case of the death

of both, to a nephew, Nathaniel L. ‘‘the way the market was going,” 


Mitchell. 

The amount paid for this poNcy 
was $1107.60. As this was the 
annual premium, due on March 4 
every year, and as Mr. Small's 
bank balance, at the time he made 
the first payment, was $4835.71, 
it will be seen that he held life 
insurance in high esteem as an in- 
vestment. 

The summer passed; Mr. Con- 
ner and Mr. Small met occasional- 
ly and discussed business. Mr. 
Small said that he had some 
friends in Boston whom they 
might be able to insure. Appar- 
ently, there was an arrangement 
between the two men—a perfect- 
ly innocent one, on Mr. Conner's 
part—whereby some commission 
was to be paid to Mr. Small for 
any business he might bring to 
the other. 


R. SMALL steered his mo- 
M boat around the lake, 
repaired her, and spent 
some of his considerable leisure in 
the workshop, which was fitted up 
at one end of his cottage. For all 
this mechanical work, of which he 
was so fond, he needed machinery 
and materials; a large amount of 
wire; spark plugs; dry cell bat- 
teries—a dozen or two of them; 
gasoline for his engine; and more 
wire of various kinds. 
He had always been a handy 
man about the house; more than 
that, almost a mechanical genius.

He once raised his hand in the air 


and remarked: | 

“That hand can do anything.” 

The woods are especially beau- 
tiful in September, but many 
of the summer visitors go back 
to the city when the schools be- 
gin, or soon after Labor Day. 
By the end of the month the 
colony on that southern shore of 
the lake had decreased; when the 
Emerson: family left on Septem- 
ber 27, it would appear that, ex- 
cept for the Smalls’, the cottages 
were empty. Mr. Small and Mr. 
Conner had made an agreement 
for another business trip to Bos- 
ton the first week of October. 

On the morning of September 
28, however, Mr. Conner was 
called on the telephone a few min- 
utes before 8. He was about to 
leave for his school, which opened 
at 8:15. Mr. Small thought that 
they should go to Boston that day: 
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he said, made it imperative for 
him to be there, and Mr. Conner 
ought to go with him, so that to- 
gether they could close up 
the insurance business they had in 
mind. 

I suppose that they were to call 
On some ‘prospects,’ and Mr. 
Small, by means of his winning 
personality, was to induce them to 
take out heavy insurance. The 
train by which he propased to go 
left at 4:07 that afternoon, after 
school had closed. 

Mr. Conner was very sorry. Had 
he known a day or two earlier, he 
could have arranged it. But now, 
he didn’t see how he could get 
away.

occasion, to reawake in his orain 
the sound of the wife's voice 
which he may have heard at an- 


other time——both had failed. Ken- 
nett, the Yankee, had been notably 
lacking in what some call ‘‘imag- 
ination’ or ‘‘vision,’’ and only 
had in their place that indiffer- 
ent substitute: common sense. 
The reporters talked with Mr 
Small after he was lodged in jail. 
He had had time to think over 
the tragedy and was forced to 
abandon the theory of an accident. 
He said that there were at least 
three men in Mountainview—ene- 
mies—who were capable of the 
crime. He did not name them. 
He was also much interested in 
alternative theories advanced.

UT he needed more substan- 


tial help than those. He 
had made plans more 
elaborate and ingenious’ than 


those of almost any murderer of 
whom I have heard. The plot 
certainly went back seven months 
—--to the purchase of the insurance 
—and possibly more than two 
years, to the date of the removal!

Small case as peculiar, if not 
unique, in the bistory of homi- 
cides.

Kennett was the first. His own 
actual- physical absence by more 
than a hundred miles when the 
fire broke out-—and this to be 
proved by a witness carefully 


brought along for the purpose— 
was the second. And both failed, 
pronmiptly and fatally. With all 
his cleverness, had not fared 
so well as the stupid assassin who 
makes no plans and deals in no

tricks, scientific or psychical. 

He was held, by the lower 
court, for the action of the grand 
jury. He had counsel, but no 


defense was put in for him. His 
brother and nephew came to New 
Hampshire to lend their support.

Late in December, a day or two 
after Christmas, the trial began.

The evidence about the insurance

John Lowell Bacon was fully as 
insportant.

Possibly 
he preferred not to get up. but to 
take the count. 

The doctor let him. remain 
while he dressed the wound on 
Mrs. Small!'s face. Then he asked: 

“What is all thie about?” 

She did not answer, and Mr. 
Small volunteered an explanation: 

“‘God damn her, ! hit her in the 
head with a bootjack; I'd ought 
to killed her, and I will, yet.” 

The admission of Dr. Bacon's 
test'mony was contested by the 
def: ase as remote, but, in the end, 
the doctor was allowed to relate 
to the jury the remark about the 
bootjack. 
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The medical testimony was giv- 
en wy two physicians who were 
there when the body was discov- 
ered: Dr. Hodsdon and Dr. Horne, 
the medical referee; and by Dr. 
Howard Kingsford and Dr. George 


B. Magrath, the last being the 
medical examiner of Suffolk 
County, Massachusetts. who was 


called in as an expert pathologist, 
as he is in many cases. 
Strangulation was the cause of 


death, by means of a cord which 
came from Mr. Small’s motor 
boat. Dr. Hodsdon found a bul- 


let in the head—a .32-caliber bul- 
let. Mr. Small’s Colt .32 auto- 
matic pistol was found in the 
ruins of the house. The blows on 
the skull could have been struck 
by a poker, also found in the 
ruins. The cumulative effect of 
the evidence as to three forms of 
violence used against Mrs. Smal], 
and all by weapons available to 
her husband, made it difficult for 
the defense to contend that a 
*tranger had committed the mur- 
der. 

The face of the dead woman, 
when found, was covered by some- 
thing in the nature of a mask of 
Cloth,-and under this was an 
amount of rosin. Dr. Kingsford’s 
examination indicated that Mrs. 
Small had been killed very soon 
after taking her noonday meal. 
The custom in the household was 
for dinner at noon, or near 1 
o'clock, and the State contended 
that the murder had taken place 
foon after one. It was the part 
of the defense, of course, to try 
to put the time of death much 
later in the day; if possible, in the 
evening, when Mr. Small wags in

Rut the ingenious Mr: Small 
had added another touch. The 
fire was observed to have been 
one of intense and unusual heat. 
The floors burned through rap- 
pidily and let the body fall into 
the cellar. The missing portions 
of the body—parts of the arms 
and legs—-were not burned in an 
ordinary sense: they were entire- 
ly gone, even bones. More- 
over, the stove in the living room 
was found in a curious condition. 
It stood directly beneath the spot 
in the upper room where Mrs. 
Sinall’s bed was placed. When 
the bed—with Mrs. Small’s body 
upon it, according to the State's 
theory-—crashed through the up- 
per floor, it came down upon the 
stove in the living room. Pres- 
ently, in the violent heat which 
was consuming everything in the 
vicinity, the lower floor was also

the cellar, and into the water 

which stood there

could effect. Dr. Magrath noticed, 
and pointed out to the officers, a 
lavalike subatance which was 
shown on analysis to be the slag 
left by thermite. This is a weld- 
ing agent—often used in the 
welding of steel rails. It is pro- 
duced by mixing aluminum filings 
with some metallic oxide. When 
ignited by magnesium it produces 
an intense heat that nothing else 
but a blast furnace could equal. 
Moreover, it was known that 
thousands of pounds of thermite 
were shipped into New Hampshire 
every year and used in car shops.

Principally because of his early 
and present connection with the 
Burroughs Adding Machine Co., 
Joseph Boyer seldom is thought 
of as inventor of two important 
contributions to present-day con- 
struction and 
equipment. Few 
persons know that 
as Boyer sits in his 
spacious office in 
the Burroughs plant 
directing activitie~ 
of that $150,000.,- 
000 concern, the 
Chicago Pneumati: 
Tool Co., across 
that narrow street 
is manufacturing 
and shipping a 
widely different 
product of his 
genius to all parts 
of the world. 

Joseph Boyer was 
born September 19, 
1848, in Pickering 
Township, Ontario, 
the son ofa farmer. Young “Joe 
did not like farming, so, in 1866, 
his father took him to Oshawa, 
Ontario, where the young man en- 
tered the service of a machinist as 
an apprentice. 

Three years later, his appren- 
ticeship served, he set out for Cali- 
fornia, and arrived in San Fran- 
cisco. He obtained employment 
with a marine engine coOn- 


cern. California, however, was 


not good to him and he decided to 
leave. With but a few dollars in 
his pocket he purchased a railway 
ticket for a point ‘‘as far East as 
he could get.’’ St. Louis was that 
point. In St. Louis he found em- 
ployment with the Fulton Iron 
Works, and one year later went to 
work for a sewing machine com- 
pany. The sewing machine com- 
pany, however, failed soon after 
Boyer’s first day on the job. Boyer 
then conceived the idea of opening 
up his own machine shop. Boyer 
and F. J. Swaine, in 1876, formed 
a partnership and rented the de- 
funct company's plant Several] 
years later the partnership was dis- 
solved, and Bover went into busi- 
ness for himself.

OYER was a man of modest 

means in those days. He 

had a family to support and 
he kept plugging away at his 
trade. He had very little time for 
experimentation, but what time he 
did have was devoted to perfecting 
his speed recorder. The air ham- 
mer was to come later. 

But let Mr. Boyer tell the story: 

“Along about in 1884, we were 
making a large number of bottle 
molds, that being our principal 
product at the time. Making these 
molds was the deuce of a. job with 
the tools with which we then had 
to work. I found that by applying 
alr pressure to a hammer of my 
own design I could get in about 15 
strokes to every one I could ob- 
tain in any other way. The de- 
Bign was. very. simple, the com- 
pressed air, released by means of 
a trigger operated by the thumb 
operating a cylinder built into the 
nozzle. The device could be used 
as a chisel as well as a hammer 
With but a few minor improve- 
ments the air hammer atill is the 
same as it was then. 

‘One day in 1885, while I still 
had only a few helpers assisting 
me in the shop, a young fellow 
walked in. That young man was 
William Seward Burroughs 

‘‘*Boyer, he said, ‘I want to

The profession of geisha is re- 
puted to be far too exacting for 
the ordinary Japanese maiden. 
Accordingly, her training is placed 
in the hands of national institu- 
tions, which concern themselves 
solely with the training of girls to 
entertain at banquets. 

As early as 6 or 7 years of age, 
the future Japanese geisha is en- 
rolled in the geisha school. 

A contract is made which se- 
cures her services for a long term 
of years. Her board, clothes and 
education for 10 or 12 years are 
paid by the owner of the school, 
and he or she is reimbursed only 
by her small earnings during her 
period of training and by her 
earnings when her reputation is 
made. 

One hears in American theatri- 
cal circles of instances where girls 
step from the chorus to the role 
of principal almost overnight. This 
practice is practically impossible 
in Japan, where training plays so 
large a part in the making of the 
future entertainers. Whereas the 
stage may be viewed by the Amer- 
ican girl as an essentially profit- 
able occupation, the emphasis in 
Japan is placed upon artistic at- 
tainments of poise and grace. 

In a sense the difference in this 
emphasis symbolizes somewhat the 
differences between America and 
Japan, according to some observers. 

The East has long been occu- 
pied with the arts because 
achievements along scientific and 
material lines have made no great 
demands on the creative energies 
that ordinarily are divided be- 
tween the two types of endeavor. 


HE Japanese’ geisha is, 
therefore, confronted with 
traditions which. she 


many 
must master before she is deemed 
acceptable to the critical tastes 
.of the audience she endeavors to 
entertain. | 

This accounts, to a large degree, 
for the difference in training be- 
tween the American dancers and 
the Japanese geisha girl. Her 
whole education is devoted to the 
acquirement of those arts which 
will afford pleasure and entertain- 
ment to others.

the Japanese geisha girls are li- 
censed, but this does not imply, as
